THE LATE RAINS.

The rain un Thursday last was very gencral and
quite destroctive.

At the close of this nddress Mr. Bobo was intro-
duced. After a brief imtroductiry, reforring to
delicaey of positin, and further diseussion of the
subject of popular edueation, &c., he laid down the
following proposition for consideration, viz :

That the well-leing and prosperity of socicty are
dependent upon the amount of intelligenceo dnd re-
finement among the people, as is proven by the
marifest superiority of Jiic own over the other na-
tions of theearth,

And then indicated the hindiances to a general
diffusion of knowledge throughout the land.

First, said Mr. Bobo, we nre too blindly devoted
to the vulgar polities of 1he doy. Consequently
party spirit hos usurped a place in the hearts of the
people, when the predominant prineiples should be
the good of the country and the glury of the nation,
The public journals have become slarum bells for
the people-loving politivians. The oratoris dograd-
ed into the pragmatic prattler— poetry degencrates
into extravagant bombmst—philosophy dwindles iu-
o insignificant quibbling—and the pulpit is con-
veated into the demagogav's stage. Every pen s
dipped into the ink of sestional contention, und every
tongue touched with a live coal from the altar of
party strife.  This popular excitement is as poison-
ons to the spirit of enterprise and the love of learn-
ing as the mythic aunosphero of the Dead Sea to
auimal life,

In thie seconsd point of discussion, the lindrances
to populur education were to be found in the parsi-
mouy of legislation in the iliberal disbursement
of the public muney to meet the wants of the youth
of the State.  We are sorry that we caunot give
{ull notes on this heasd, as we sympathize fully with
his views axd respond heartily to his condemmnation
of the Legislature, though we follow not to lis con-
clwions.  Mr. B dwelt with severity npon the im-
mense  disproportion in the appropriations to the
South Cavolina College, numbors considered, and
thuse for the free schools of the State. To the
former, without relieving the parent of one cent for
tuition or maintenance, the appropristion is $147
per Liead; while to the children of the poor, with
greater clubos upon the compansion of the State, the
mere pittance of $4.26 s awarded, e opposed the
plan now existing fur the support of the South Car-
olina Cullege. It had been long enough the pet of
the State, and should be weaned from tlie treasury,
It could walk alone. 1o opposed its longer con-
nection with the State on-the ground of its moral,
civil and poltical injustice, and because it was
maintained at the expense of a greater and more

Their progress in the fist three had been
rapid, and though the examination on esch was
creditable, that on Geography especially deserved
the highest praise.  We woro glad 1o observe that
the priuciples on which depeyd the last two braneh-
es enumerated had been carefully explained —dili-
genty studied—aud appeared to be w-l under-
stood  The compositions of this Class were wrilten
in good style—plain, simple—avoiding all atlempta
at display, and well illusteating the subjeet chosen:
Altogether, the Freshman Class did remarkably
well,and we hope that similar success imay hereaf-
ter atlend every examination through which ita
membera must pass,

English Composition and A nalysis, Algebra, An-
eient History, French, Latin, and Botan y are the
studics pursued by the Sophomore Class,  This is
the largest Class in the College, and it might rea-
sonably be expected that the aequirements of all in
it were not equal—their progress not uniform,
Yet at Examination the standard of scholarship
varied but little.  Estimating the relative merit of
cach by marks, and following the method of mark-
inz adopted in examinations at the South Carolina
College—in which 100 is the maximum for each
study —we would award maximums to many of
this Class on several departmints and a very high
mark—95 or 99 on the others. The average of
the whele Class on the entire Ezamination was,
according to our eslimate, as high as 97—a fact
alonie showing an uousual degroo of proficiency on
every branch, and rendering further notice almost
unnceessary.  Nothing but hard study and most
thorough instruction could have produced n result
so gratifying—for really the Examination was
lengthy and difficult on every braneh. The young
ladies of this Clasy may well be proud of the high
degree of perfection w which they have attained in
their studies thus far.

In sclection of subjects—in manner of treating
them—in proper use of lainguage —the compositions
of this Class exhibited marks of a cultivated mind
—a refined Lite—and aglowing fency.  We wish
they lad been read with strougee emyphasis, and
mors distinet, enunciation; but young ladies are
apt to be timid on such an occasion.
